let Fleming go home, but did not allow him 
to take the motor car. 

Dr. Sean Lavin said that Fleming was 
examined by him, and was then suffering from 
the effects of drink.

He declined to discuss the 
case with an Jrish Times representative who 
called to see him at Et. John’s Vicarage 
yesterday, but said that he thought he had a 
defence to the charges. 

It is understood that the defence is that 
the church is a trustee church, and, there- 
fore, not subject to the same regulation as 
the ordinary parish churches. A further sub- 
mission will be that the Services at St. John’s 
Church are in accordance with the rubrics 
of the Church of England before the dis- 
establishment of the Church of Ireland. 

St. John’s Church, Sandymount, was built 
in 1850, before the disestablishment of the 
Church of Ireland, and was endowed by the 
family of the Earl of Pembroke. The Rev. 
Samuel Randal Sproule Colquhoun, who was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, was 
ordained a deacon in 1908 and a priest a year 
later. He spent some time as Curate of Kil- 
more, and later as Diocesan Curate of Derry 
and Raphoe, before being appointed Incum- 
bent of Convoy in 1917, where he remained 
until 1926, when he went to Donaghpatrick. 
He became Vicar of St. John’s in 1930,

The weekly meeting of the Council of the 
Federation of Saorstat Industries, Ltd., was 
held at 17 Dame street, Dublin, lagt Friday, 
Mr. Joseph Milroy, President, in the chair. 

The present world position ind the flax trade 
was before the meeting, and the danger to 
the Irish linen trade resulting from a shortage 
of raw material was stressed. Formerly flax 
was grown in most counties in Ireland, but in 
late years its growth was confined to the 
Northern portion of the country. In places 
like Cavan, Monachan and Louth, the people 
had the necessary knowledge and skill to 
handle flax in ali stages of its production. 
Flax was one of those industries which in 
proportion to capital invested gave a very 
high percentage of labour. The world cendi- 
tions, prices, etc., are such that this ap- 
peared a very opportune time to encovrage 
the growth of flax in An Saorstat. There 
were several reasons for this, but the most 
important were the provision of a supply of 
raw material for the linen industry; the } rice 
obtainable yields a good return to the farmer, 
and a large amount of labour is absorbed. 

The following resolution was passed unani- 
mously :—‘‘ That the Council of the Federa- 
tion of Saorstat Industries considers the time 
is opportune for a large extension of flax 
growing in An Saorstat. . The present ruling 
prices which are likely to continue should 
make the crop a profitable one to farmers, 
and a market is assured in Northern Ireland. 
The Gouncil believes the present offers a 
unique opportunity for the revival of flax 
growing and for the promotion of trade with 
our fellow-countrymen across the border, and 
urges the Government to take immediate 
steps tó provide instruction and assistance 
for farmers with, if necessary, a guaranteed 
price.” 

A small committee was also appointed to 
do all that mav’ be necessary to carry this 
resolution into effect.

made such a noise, to show their dislike of 
the Lord Lieutenant, who was present, that 
not one word could be heard from the actress 
or of the play from beginning to end.

The plays acted in Dublin at this time 
were, of course, those in vogue in London. 
Shakespearian tragedy was always popular, 
so were comedies and farces, and towards 
the end of the century operas and panto- 
mimes. If some of the i were tedious 
and dull, there was a great deal of good act- 
ing, the aim of the actors being, as Gold- 
smith said, to be “high in the part," and 
to “make a great deal of the character,” 
Spranger Barry in “ Macbeth ’’ was a never- 
to-bé-forgotten sight.” Mrs. Siddons, in all 
her parts, drew raptures from her audience. 

Miss Maxwell said that under the. Union 
Dublin maintained her connection with the 
English stage, but suffered, in common with 
other provincial centres, from the growing 
concentration of theatrical talent in London, 
The rise of a national drama towards. the 
end of the century added enormously to the 
interest of the theatre, but. there were fewer 
playhouses than there had been, and 
audiences, though often as noisy, were less 
aupreciative. The technique of plays and act- 
ing has naturally advanced with the times, 
but in the eighteenth century, with greater 


simplicity, went great gusto—more en in

DICTATORSHIP AND 
DEMOCRACY 


ADDRESS AT DUBLIN 
ROTARY CLUB

ENATOR DOUGLAS was the chief 
S speaker at the meeting of the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday in the Metropole 
Restaurant. His subject was ‘Second 
Chambers. ’’ ' 

Mr. E. K. Eason, president, occupied the 
chair. 

Mr Douglas said that he did not propose to 
deal with the present situation in this country, 
or to defend the House of which he had 
been a member for some years, because 1Í 
he did it would be impossible to avoid 
matters from which most of his hearers 
might disagree. If they felt inclined to be- 
lieve what they saw in the newspapers they 
would discount the work of the Free State 
Senate, but if they considered the gs 
seriously they would find that for. the last 
ten years the Senate had done very good 
work, though not of a spectacular kind. If 
they were to have democracy in such a way 
that it would appeal to the people, then a 
Second Chamber of a revising character 1s 
more or less essential, otherwise there would 
be a dictatorship. He did not believe in the 
wisdom or possibility of a dictatorial form 
of Government for this country. What we 
have to aim at in this country is a. de- 
mocratic Government which will have con- 
sent in the sense that the general mass of 
the people will feel that their interests are 
looked after. Nobody has yet succeeded im 
devising an ideal method of “election to a 
Second; House. What he would like to see 
would be a group of men representing the 
different political parties “sitting down 
together and working out the best method 
of electing a Second House, although he did 
not think they could get anything within 
miles of the perfection which would be 
pleasing. 


ONE CHAMBER A MISTAKE 


Under adult suffrage for clection to 
the Dail, a Second Chamber must be 
supplementary to that House, and 
that Second Chamber should be composed 
of persons who, from, their peculiar 
position, ability or experience, would be 
definitely supplementary to the popularly 
elected House, and it should be recognised 
that its function would be revision. hat 
he wanted to get was a Second Chamber 
in which amendments would be proposed, 
because the bills coming before them needed 
consideration and sr Ór He had found 
within the past six months a growing feeling 
amongst all parties, that it would be a 
mistake to leave things solely to the Dail, 
as it is at present constituted. The vast 
majority of the amendments introduced and 
adopted in the Senate under the present

O'Kelly) formally opened 110 new houses in 
the coastal borough. 

Seventy of these houses are at Rosemount, 
Booterstown, and have been named McCabe 
Villas, as a tribute to one of the oldest 
members of the Borough Council, Mr. P. J. 
MeCabe. The others, at York road, Dun 
Laoghaire, are called Smyth Gardens, after 
Captain E. C. Smyth, who was chairman of 
the Council when the housing scheme was in- 
eR 

he Minister was received at Dun Laoghaire 
Town Hall by the Chairman of the Council, 
Senator E. J. Duggan, and the members of 
the Council, with whom he drove to Booters- 
town and afterwards to York road. At both 
sites he was welcomed by a large crowd, and 
inspected the interior of the houses, which 
have been constructed with three rooms and 
will be let at a rent of 5s. ód. per week, in- 
cluding rates. 

After a lunch to the Minister in the Royal 
Marine Hotel, Dun Laoghaire, Senator E. J. 
Duggan (the chairman) welcomed Mr. Sean 
T. O’Kelly—an old personal friend of his— 
and said that he was very pleased to see the 
Vice-President at such a gathering, where 
men of different political opinions were 
present, 

He recalled the days when he and Mr. 
O'Kelly worked together and made some 
sacrifices for Ireland. '“' At that time.” con- 
tinued Senator Duggan, ' we were wooing 
Caitlin Ni hUallachain, and some of us 
through jealousy fell out over her. Under 
the circumstances existing at the time that 
was not to be wondered at. But it was a 
great misfortune for the country, and | am 
glad to see that we can now come together 
again at a function like this.” 


LESSON FOR THE YOUNG 


Many of the young people to-day, he added, 
wanted to put their tongues out at one 
another when they had the slightest differ- 
ence on any political or other question.

Since 1913 the Irish Ecclesiastical Record 
has been under Father MacSweeney’s 
charge. He wrote many articles in the 
Catholic Encyclopedia, and published two 
books—one a redaction of a Gaelic saga, 
the other an account of the scholars who 
laboured under George Petrie, a hundred 
years ago, for the revival of Irish studies. 
This latter work embodied much personal 
knowledge that no one else could give; for 
Father MacSweeney was grandson of one 
of the noted O’Longan family of scribes. 


Old Summerhill 


Michael óg O Longan, poet and scribe, 
died ninety-eight years ago. His three 
sons followed him as Gaelic scholars, and 
one of them, under the patronage of the 
Royal Irish Academy, made wonderfal 
facsimiles of the Book of the Dun Cow 
and the Lebar Breac. two of three chief 
codices in which olden Irish sagas and 
homilies. are preserved. One of the 
© Longans taught Irish to Thomas Davis 
and, I think, Clarence Mangan. This 
family, and Petrie, O’Curry and O’Dono- 
van, the giants of the Gaelic revival of 
learning, all flourished. in a part of Dublin 
that now is sadly decayed—Summerhill, 
where houses that once were the gathering 
places of scholars and poets are decaying 
tenements. 

Father MacSweeney knew, from his 
bovhood, the story of his native North 
Dublin. He went to school at North 
Richmond street, under the Christian 
Brothers. He was a true humanist, and 
would recite Homer in the course of his 
talk about old Summerhill and the bards. 
Why did so rich a mind leave relatively 
so little in writing? II health and extreme 
diffidence, I think, are the answer. Father 
MacSweeney, suffering from goitre, never 
was robust, and he was exceedingly sensi- 
tive: he would publish nothing unless it 
was word-perfect. 


“ Lookers” 


Although Mr. Shaw and his native 
country have mutually abnegated each 
other, I cannot help feeling that he has 
a sneaking love for Treland, which will 
not be squashed. Else why does he 
always delve backwards from his beloved 
modernity into the dark corners of our 
country ? How characteristic, for instance, 
was his recent pronouncement on the term 
‘‘ looker ” for one who televises.

Wedding Day 


Have philologists yet agreed as to what 
is the exact origin of the word for the 
fourth day of our week? I find, writes a 

correspondent, that Dr. Johnson derives 
it from the Anglo-Saxon ‘‘ Woden’s Day,”’ 
or Oden’s Day, and that a Jewish 
antiquarian named Zalkind Hourwitz, the 
author of a number of scholarly works 
on linguistics published in the seventeenth 
century, in his ‘‘ Origine des Langues,” 
claims for it a Jewish origin. He con- 
tends that it is derived from ‘‘ Wediaa,”’ 
to wed, and that it means wedding dav. 
He asserts that in all the languages of 
the North no deity is connected with that 
day. In German, he says, it is ‘‘ mitwoch,”’ 
or middle-week, and in Russian and 
Slavonic it is “ chroda,”” which has the 
same meaning. In Swedish and Icelandic 
the names given to that day are Woensday 
and Wensday. In nearly all European 
countries, from earliest times, there was 
a popular belief that for marrying 
Wednesday was “ the best day of all.’ 
The Jewish writer quotes the Talmud, 
Chapter I., to prove that the Hebrew 


name signifies “ marriage day, and 
Wednesday is “ especially set apart for 
the marriage of virgins.” The late Dr. 


Walter W. Skeat, of Cambridge, one of 
the greatest authorities on the subject of 
etymology, derives the word Wodnes, the 
Anglo-Saxon genitive for Woden. The 
old forms of the days of the week were :—

| Discussing the Holy Shroud, in the course 
of a lecture before the Academy of Christian 
Art at 42 Upper Mount street, Dy yes- 
terday, the Rev. Professor Beecher, M.A., 
said that, according to Nino, niece of the 
Patriarch .of Jerusalem, who ev i 
Georgia, Pilate’s wife went to the tomb of Our 
Lord and received the cloths, which she took 
to her home in Pontus. Later the cloths fell 
into the hands of Luke the Evangelist, but 
they did not find the Shroud, which was said 
to have been found by Peter, who took it 
and kept it for safety. These statements 
taken from a Russian manuscript, translated 
into French (1849) by Brosset, a member of 
the St. Petersburg Academy. were confirmed 
in every detail by translations from the 
Georgian and Armenian by three professors of 
Oxford University.

A PRoer of the mew prestige of the 

British film industry lies in the fact 
that now it is able to attract stars from 
Hollywood, thus reversing the mortifying 


situation of a few years ne, when every

It was a con- 
siderable achievement to e Mr. 
George Arliss, one of the most s t-after 
film actors in America, and apparently he

Duke,’’ is being shown this week at the 
Grafton.

FM actors tend to degenerate into 
types, and there is a freshness in the 
acting of “Little Man, What Now?” 
which I am at a loss to explain. The full 
point of the story escapes me (as usual, Í 
cannot say whether this is due to obtuse- 
ness or to the Censor), but it is told very 
charmingly, and introduces us to real 
people as distinct from film stars.

The ‘short visits of the Ulster Players to 
Dublin are very welcome, and the Northern 
outlook and Northern humour which they 
bring to us form an interesting contrast to 
our own style of acting and play-writing. 
Yet there was more than one vacant seat at 
the Abbey last night—a strange thing; for 
the Ulster Players are always worth seeing. 
Of the two new plays presented, “The 
Ball Turns Once’’ is the more interesting. It 
is Mr. Jack Loudan’s first play, and, 
although not faultless, it shows great pro- 
mise. It explores no new ground—holding, 
as it does, to the rural convention with which 
so many plays at this theatre have made us 
familiar—but the author displays a sense of 
the theatre and a skill in characterisation 
which give hopeseof better things to come. 
The play’s main fault is that its plot is re- 
solved by an accidental death, and plots 
which turn thus are never altogether satis- 
fying. Another fault, though a minor one, 
is that it moves a trifle seat 
As a picture of life in an Udster village, 
however, ' The Ball Turns Once”’ has value. 
Its theme is the idle gossiping and the small 
jealousies which have such tragic conse- 
quences for Harry Parkes and his wife, but, 
although the author has presented his theme 
fairly well, his main interest obviously was in 
the people rather than the story, The types 
he shows us are vividly drawn, and he á 
been able to make his characters come to life. 
Harry Parkes, MN is a little wooden, 
and even his wife is not entirely convincing, 
but what excellent sketches we get of the 
village busybody, Mrs. Jones; the comically 
disreputable Davey Moore, and the gentle old 
Mrs. Parkes! These people are really alive; 
they are not mere stage figures. : 

“The Ball Turns Once “ is one of the few 

lays which have followed O’Casey’s formula 

y intermingling tragedy and farce, and 
perhaps it is the only one to make a success 
of this very dangerous experiment. Still, in 
spite of the ending, the comic element is 
uppermost, and it was in the comedy that 
the actors were most at their ease. Jean 
Woods and William Ritchie played the prin- 
cipal parts very well, but there is no doubt 
that the outstanding players of the evening 
were Warren Jackson and Marion Crimmins, 
who were both equally amusing in two very 
different comic parts. Rose McQuillan gave 
a good and restrained performance, while 
Eileen O’Connor and D. Bleakley were the 
most noticeable among the others. 

““The Wrang McMunn,”’ another new play, 
was performed as a curtain-raiser. This one- 
act farce, by James M Douglas, derives its 
humour from the old idea of conversation at 
cross purposes, the various characters being 
unaware of their mistake until just before 
the curtain falls. Tt has not many pretensions 
as a play, but is quite amusingly written, and 
D. Bleakley and William Jackson each gave 
a good performance in it.

Mr. McEnery (instructed by Mr. T. Doyle, 
State Solicitor) appeared to prosecute on 
behalf of the State. He said that he pro- 
posed to call O'Rourke, the suspended 
acting Town Clerk, who had heen already 
returned for trial on the charge of forgery, 
as a witness in connection with charges 
against the other three defendants. 

Mr. H. K. Toomey, solicitor, Athy, who 
was appearing for Thomas Leech, objected 
to O'Rourke being called as a witness, as he 
submitted that O'Rourke was also charged 
with conspiracy in respect of the charges 
preferred against the other three defendants. 

Mr. J. Foley, solicitor for W. A. Lawler, 
made a similar objection on the grounds that 
until the case against O’Rourke was decided 
at the Circuit Court his evidence would be 
tainted. 

H. G. Donnelly, solicitor for James 
Doyle, sub-sanitary officer, also lodged a 
similar objection.

AUDITOR'S EVIDENCE 


Mr. G. McGeeney, Local Government Depart- 
ment Auditor, in the course of his evidence, 
the Town Clerk to verify, this schedule, and 
of uncollected rates referred to in a depogition 
made by John O'Rourke were incorrect, and 
that over-credits had been taken by Thomas 
Leech, rate collector, by way of arrears. In 
the case of the Kehoe estate, arrears were 
excessive to the amount of £5] 19s.

These entries were false. It was the duty of 
Thomas Leech to compile, and the duty of 
the Town Clerk to verify this schedule, and 
said schedule was signed by the Town Clerk 
and Leech. Witness stated that he was 
satisfied that these sheets were never officially 
brought before the Urban Council as required 
by the Public Bodies Orders. In a number 
of cases the Town Clerk was unable to pro- 
duce unused official receipts in respect of 
arrears of rates. Witness stated he was 
satisfied that these sheets had been 
falsified to the extent of £69 at least. 
He said there were under-lodgments in re- 
spect of borongh rate in the bank account, 
as disclosed by the bank books of the 
Council. From his examination of the books 
he believed the rate collector's accounts were 
not checked at all by the Town Clerk, or, if 
they were checked, that the Town Clerk was 
aware that the rate collector was making 
under-lodgments and that the Carlow Urban 
Council was deceived and defrauded by him. 
Several applications had been made for the 
use of the Town Hall for which no moneys 
had been brought to account. | 


ACCOUNTS PAID 


He obtained receipts showing that appli- 
cants had n given the use of the Town 
Hall and had paid the charges therefor to 
the accused, illiam A. Lawler, who had 
not brought them to account. In the course 
of the audit he noticed that there were no 
lodgments made for the water installations 
for a long period. He handed the pay sheets 
to the Borough Surveyor, Mr. Carbery, and 
instructed him to prepare accounts for each 
water installation made during the period 
under audit. Witness found there was a 
great deal of money not brought to account. 
On investigation of the amounts shown in 
arrears for domestic scavenging at ólst De- 
cember, 1933, he found that some of these 
accounts had been paid. and he could get no 
satisfactory explanation from the accused 
man. 

The fair green tolls book handed to him 
ended with the May fair, 1932, and when 
witness demanded the new book in continua- 
tion of the account the accused man denied 
that there was any such book in existence. 
On the following day a book was produced 
by the accused man, who stated it was pre- 
“ia by James Doyle, 8.8.0., without his 

nowledge, and that they were checked 
on slips of paper which he was unable 
to produce or make available. Witness found 
a number of tickets purporting to have been 
issued were still in , and witness said 
that the toll books submitted to him numbered 
twenty-five and twenty-six were constructed 
to deceive him at the audit. No lodgments 
in respect of fair tolls were made in the 
bank book for the months of July and August, 
1952, and July and August, 1933. The fair 
toll ‘hooks themselves presented to him for. 
audit were fraudulent documents. 


BOOKS MISSING

R.D.S. MUSICAL RECITALS 


THE GRILLER STRING 
QUARTET 


Keen interest was taken in the visit of the 
Griller String Quartet, who were the recital- 
ists at the R.D.S., Ballsbridge, yesterday 
afternoon. It was the first appearance in 
Dublin of this group of young men, who, 
although only averaging twenty-four years of 
age, have now been together for some five or 
six years, and have in that time built up 
Guite a big reputation as a string quartet not 
only in England, but on the Continent. In 
their recitals they included two quartets by 
Haydn, that in D major, Op. 65, No, &; arid, 
at night, the lovely serenade in F major, Op. 
3. No. 5. In these works the quartet revealed 
themselves as a highly aceomplished group, 
skilled in their technique and moving together 
with that perfect understanding which comes 
only from long experience, not only of each 
other, but from common understanding of 
their work. For instance, in the i 
movement oí “ The Lark’ quartet of Haydn, 
in the afternoon, the most delicate effect was 
achieved in the exquisite song of the first 
violin, against the spiccato background of the 
other strings. In the adagio there was also a 
wonderful Cora” nÉan. there was a rare 
beauty about the combined playing: The 
menuetto had a lively gait that made it a 
joy to hear. 

he same delicacy pervaded the rendering 

of “ The Serenade,”’ at night. The first violin 

carried the melody with dainty grace, and an 

appropriate setting was provided by the 

ucked strings of the other players, The 
nale was of gossamer lightness. 

By contrast, the quartet (Sydney Griller, 
first violin; Jack O’Brien, second violin; 
Philip Burton, viola, and Philip Crampton, 
‘cello), played Schumann's Quartet in A 
Major (Op. 41, No. 3) in a manner that re- 
vealed their ability to handle music of a 
different style. Their playing showed great 
depth and variety, and, in addition, the 
work served better to show the points of each 
instrumentalist. One had heard’ the splendid 
mastery of tone and technique of the first 
violin. In the Schumann one had in turn 
an opportunity to hear and appraise the 
merits of the others—to note the confidence 
and easy style of the second violin, the soft, 
appealing quality of the viola, and the con- 
fident singing of the ‘cello. Each of these 
four proved highly efficient. — 

They gave a very illuminating rendering of 
the Quartet in B Minor by Prokofieff. At the 
best of times it is a work difficult to under- 
stand, but in their treatment of it the 
Griller Quartet made it interesting. The 
dialogue between the ‘cello and viola, for 
instance, at the opening of the Allegro 
movement was very animated, and held the 
attention, and later one was caught in the 
rich treatment of the final Andante. In this, 
as in their other work, they were beautifully 
in accord, and showed a wonderful sense of 
rhythm, which was skilfully varied to catch 
the varying moods.

BRITISH MILK 
MARKETING 


NORTHERN IRELAND TO 
CO-OPERATE 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
W. E. Elliot (Minister of Agriculture) 
announced in replx to Brigadier-General 
Clifton Brown (Conservative) that the 
Secretary for Scotland and he had that day 
appointed an Agricultural Marketing Re- 
organisation Commission for Milk. The terms 
of reference were :— 

“To consider the working of organised 
milk marketing in Great Britain under milk 
marketing schemes, and its incidence on: pro- 
duction, distribution and consumption, and 
to make recommendations for further im~ 
provement, 

“To consider and report on the extent to 
which, and the manner in which, organisation 
could be ‘facilitated by closer co-operation 
between the marketing boards concerned, or 
by amalgamation of some, or all, of the 
schemes, including any schemes at present 
under consideration, or by other adjustments, 
and to prepare schemes for giving effect to 
any such adjustments. 

“To consider and report on the extent to 
which, and the manner in which, the organi- 
sation of milk marketing in Great Britain 
could be facilitated by closer co-operation 
hetween milk marketing boards in Great 
Britain and the appropriate authorities in 
Northern Ireland.”’ 

The Government of Northern Ireland, he 
said, had been consulted with regard to the 
terms of reference, and had intimated their 
willingness to afford every assistance to the 
Commission in the solution of their problems. 

The composition of the Commission would 
be;—Mr. A. E. Cutforth (Chairman), Pro- 
fessor A. W. Ashby, Sir Ian Colquhoun, Sir 
John Orr and Miss D. 8. Tomkinson. 

Mr. T. Levy (Conservative) asked whether, 
if the terms of reference would not allow the 
Commission to review the matter of tariffs, 
the terms could be widened? 

Mr. Elliot said that he could not discuss 
further the terms of reference. There were 
immediate problems confronting the Commis- 
sion, It conid not include the levying of 
tariffs on articles which were excluded from 
lariffs. by trade agreements.

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Rumours of War 


There can be no doubt of the gravity of 
the latest news regarding the dispute 
between Italy and Abyssinia. Rome is 
keeping an cminous silence; but Signor 
Mussolini has decided to mobilise two 
military divisions of about 40,000 men '' as 
a precautionary measure,’’ and to this end 
he has called up some of the men of the 
1911 class, many of whom were given only 
forty-eight hours to set their affairs in 
order. For the time being the two 
divisions are being kept at Florence and 
Bari respectively. Nobody in Italy, how- 
ever, has the least doubt that their 
ultimate destination is Africa, and the fact 
that large quantities of war stores have 
been shipped recently from Genoa lends 
colour to the suggestion that war is 
imminent. Hitherto no ultimatum has: 
been sent to the Ethiopian Government. 
Apparently Signor Mussolini is waiting to 
see how far the Abyssinians will go 
towards the satisfaction of his demands 
before he formulates a definite ultimatum ; 
but he is determined to bring them to 
hee], and when the moment comes he will 
not hesitate to strike. The immediate 
cause of the dispute is immaterial: It 
concerns the delimitation of a frontier 
between Abyssinia and Italian Somaliland, 
and there has been the usual crop of 
border ‘‘ incidents.’’ Recently there was 
a certain amount of fairly serious 
skirmishing in the Walwal area, which led 
to the death of five Italian Somalis, and 
the Abyssinians already have appealed to 
the League of Nations for assistance. At 
the last meeting of the Council in January 
Mr. Anthony Eden was able to persuade 
both sides to hold their hands, and to 
‘enter into direct negotiations with a view 
to a friendly arrangement of the frontier 
dispute. Each party then undertook to 
do nothing in the meanwhile to aggravate 
Signor 
Mussolini, who is a law unto himself, is 
acting precisely as he thinks fit, and is 
prepared to ignore Geneva, just as he 
ignored it during the Corfu affair several 
years ago. 

The bald truth. is that Italy wants 
Abyssinia. Like Japan, she has a rapidly 
growing population; the country has few 
natural resources, and an outlet some- 
where is essential to the fulfilment of 
Signor Mussolini's plans. When M. Laval 
visited Rome recently a general agreement 
was reached between Italy, and France in 
regard to future policy in North Africa, 
and it is reagonably certain that the 
French Government—which has its own 
fish to fry—gave Signor Mussolini more or 
less a free hand in respect of Abyssinia. 
From the Italian point of view, Abyssinia 
is of the utmost importance. It possesses 
natural’ resources of much value, is 
well watered, and contains within its 
borders the source of the Blue Nile. 
Ethiopia is a very ancient kingdom—one 
of the oldest, indeed, in the world. Its 
Emperor styles himself, infer alia, King 
of Kings and the Lion of Judah, and its 
people are intensely proud of their inde- 
pendence, which was guaranteed to them 
in 1906 by Britain, France and Italy. It 
will be seen, therefore, that Britain has a 
very direct interest in the present conflict 
between Addis Ababa and Rome.

as ever it was. We hold no brief for the 
Abyssinians, whose main industry seems 
to be a flourishing slave trade. Never- 
theless, as members of the League of 
Nations they have an undoubted right to 
retain their independence. If Italy 
declares war on them there can be only 
one result. The Abyssinians have a so- 
called standing army of about 100,000 
men, with a militia of another 300,000; 
but in comparison with a well-equipped 
European force their troops would be 
little better than a rabble. We hope 
sincerely that everything possible will be 
done to prevent a war. The heavy rains 
will begin in Abyssinia next month, and 
wil] make active operations almost im- 
possible until November. Delay, there- 
fore. is of the utmost importance, and 
friends of peace throughout the world will 
look to the British Government to use its 
good offices both in Rome and in Addis 
Ababa.

To-day President de Valera controls a 
small majority over all parties in Dail 
Eireann. By virtue of that tiny majority 
he can push through the Ddil whatever 
measures he may please, and they must 
become the law of the Free State—so long 
as the Senate forbears to stand in his way. 
Without the Senate President de Valera 
would be as complete a dictator as are 
Mussolini and Hitler, and when the Senate 
disappears democracy will be dead in 
Saorstát Eireann. Without the Senate, 
the Executive Council, legalising its will 
through the agency of a shepherded Dail, 
will be the sole fount of authority: 
dictatorship will be complete. We should 
not be alarmed excessively by the Senate's 
disappearance if there were any reason to 
expect a broadening of the Ddil’s political 
vision ; but, as that body is constituted to- 
day, it means nothing. Members of 
Parliament in other countries are accus- 
tomed to think for themselves. They are 
expected, it is true, to vote in accordance 
with their party whips; but there is 
generally room for differences of opinion 
within a party on matters of vital concern. 
Within the parties of Ddil Eireann there 
is no room for freedom of thought or for 
differences of opinion. The member who is 
elected on the Fianna Fáil panel must be 
prepared to give blind allegiance to Presi- 
dent de Valera; and it is a tribute to 
President de Valera’s force of character 
that, while several items of his programme 
have not obtained the full approbation of 
his party, none of its members thus far 
has dared to vote or to speak against him. 
This is the very condition of affairs th-t 
prevails in Fascist Italy, and is the denial 
of all democracy. If President de Valera 


he will retain the Senate. Nobody wouid 
gainsay a sincere effort to reform it. A 
Senate which would be really in accord- 
ance with the ideas of the Free State’s 
founders—an unpartisan body which would 
study every measure in an atmosphere of 


on its present constitution. To abolish 
the Senate, however, is to leave the door 
open for the destruction of all political 
liberty. If President de Valera has no 
ambition to become a dictator, some one 
of his successors may be unable to resist 
the temptation.

How seldom it is that anything goes 
wrong at Broadcasting House?

Exhibitions 


In six days’ time the British Industries 
Fair will open at Olympia and at the White 
City, and will continue until March Ist. 
Over sixteen hundred firms from all parts 
of the Commonwealth will be represented, 
and we are glad to note that the Free 
State not only will have a comprehensive 
display of her goods on view, but is show- 
ing her lively interest in the Fair by the 
number of buyers that she is sending. In 
point of fact, more buyers are coming from 
the Free State than from any other 
country—surely an indication that the 
British markets and the Commonwealth 
connection cannot be quite so worth'ess 
as the more fanatical politicians would 
have us imagine. These fairs and 
exhibitions, by whatever name they are 
called, have become almost a necessity ol 
trade nowadays. and their value can be 
judged by the frequency with which they 
are held. They owe -their origin to 
Albert, the Prince Consort, and to that 
first great exhibition in London which 
sprang from his brain. Its success was 
immediate, and so great that it has been 
followed by scores of other exhibitions, 
down to the present day. Some, like it, 
have been international in their scope, 
some have been confined to the products 
of one country or empire, and some have 
limited their field still further by dealing 
only with one particular industry. What- 
ever the size or appeal of these displays, 
however, the idea behind them all is the 
same: They supply a common meeting- 
place where both the commercial men and 
the genera] public can inspect the pro- 
ducts of industry, and their stimulus to 
trade is equally apparent whether they are 
great and comprehensive exhibitions or 
such comparatively modest displays as. are 
staged annually in Ireland by the Royal 
Dublin Society. Although every year 
brings new exhibitions, they seem to be 
as popular and as useful as ever.

TWO RULINGS IN USS.

Despite-many previous false alarms, the 
opinion is growing that the Supreme 
Court may render its gold clause decision 
to-morrow. 

Although to-morrow is a legal holiday, 
the Supreme Court will be in session, and 
I$ is felt that if the decision were 
announced in the afternoon the foreign 
markets would be closed and the domestic 
markets, therefore, would not be at a dis- 
advantage. 

Observers decline to forecast whether the 
Court will give a straight decision, either 
upholding or condemning the abrogation 
by the administration of the gold clause. 
They point out that the cases under 
decision fall really in two categories— 

(1) That of Government bonds: and 

(2) That of private bonds. 

Some observers consider that the Court 
may uphold the abrogation. of the clause 
in the case of private bonds while con. 
demning it in the case of the Government 
ones. 

The reasons put forward for such sug- 
gested rulifigs are that in the case of 
private bonds the issuers were unable to 
obtain gold in consequence of Government 
action over which they had no control 
Moreover, the. Government’s devaluation 
of the dollar last year would now place 
them in an impossible position if they 
were called upon to redeem their bonds at 
the gold parity price of 69 dollars. 

It would, therefore, seem a fair and 
equitable solution, these observers feel, 


if the abrogation were upheld in their 
case.

NO ULTIMATUM YET . 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
ROME, Monday: 
It is not believed here that the Italian

ROME TALKS

The League of Nations has not received 
any information from Italian or Abys- 
Sinian sources with regard to the latest 
developments in the Italo-Abyssinian dis- 
pute, but a very serious view is taken of 
the position.

This statement was made to Reuter in 
Rome last night by M. Jesus Afework, the 
Abyssinian Chargé d’Affaires, who had 
been unable to receive journalists during 
the afternoon and evening because he was 
busy sending a long telegram to his 
Government in Addis Ababa. 

He had been informed at the Foreign 
Office yesterday morning, he said, of the 
mobilisation of Italian troops as a pre- 
cautionary measure, and he had been very 
perturbed. ‘‘ As I said on behalf of my 
Government to Signor Mussolini the other 
day,” he added, “ Abyssinia does not 
want war, but if we are attacked we shall 
fight.’’ 

He understood that there were about 
40.000 to 50,000 Italian troops already in 
Eritrea and Italian Somaliland, besides 
30,000 waiting to go. He had no doubt 
that two divisions would be sent to the 
Italian colonies, in the same way as troops 
had already been despatched in the last 
few months. 

He had not as yet had any details on

FE House of Lords yesterday dismissed 
with costs the appeal of British 
Celanese, Limited, against the decision 
of the Court of Appeal and Mr. Justice 
Clauson in favour of Courtahlids, Ltd., in 
the case brought for alleged infringement 
by Courtaulds of patents relating to the 
manufacture of artificial silks. 

The appeal was heard by Lord Tomlin, 
Lord Russell, and Lord Macmillan. 


THE EXPERTS 


Lord Tomlin, in his judgment, stated: 
“ The proceedings in the trial Court pro- 
vide an illustration of the licence which 
in these days in cases of this kind 1s 
enjoyed by expert witnesses and by counsel 
examining them. In my judgment, the 
time has come to curtail that licence, 
whatever be the difficulties involved in 
doing so. 

“ Te the present case much time was 
occupied, and substantial parts of the 
short-hand notes have been filled with 
questions and answers which, in my 
opinion, were not admissible.’’ 


TIME AND MONEY WASTED 


Lord Tomlin illustrated what he meant 
by calling their lordships’ attention to a 
number of examples taken haphazard, and 
added: ‘‘ The disadvantages of these 
methods are twofold. In the first place, 
time is wasted and money spent on what 
is not legitimate. In the second place, 
there accumulates a mass of materia! 
which, so far from assisting the judge, 
renders his task the more difficult, because 
he has to sift the grain from an unneces- 
sary amount of chaff. 

‘‘In my opinion, the trial Courts should 
make strenuous efforts to put a check upon 
an undesirable and growing practice.”’ 


THE ONLY QUESTION 


Lord Tomlin said it was admitted that 
what Courtaulds were doing amounted to 
infringement, and the only question was 
as to validity. Of the two patents in 
question that of the year 1920 was of out- 
standing importance, and the greater part 
of the argument before them had been 
directed to the points arising upon it. 

Lord Tomlin then gave an account of 
the artificial silk industry before 1920 
(the date of the patent), and explained 
the methods of manufacture. He said he 
agreed with the Courts below in their con- 
clusion and in their reasoning.

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—The overwhelming majority given 
to the second reading of the Government 
of India Bill last night is sufficient answer 
to the absurd suggestion that this great 
measure should be withdrawn and recast, 
in order to placate the prodigals of the 
Conservative Party. Perhaps, the fact 
that its critics were allowed a latitude in 
the debate which went far beyond their 
numerical strength, may have persuaded 
them for the moment that the issue really 
hung in the balance. 

Referring to Mr. Baldwin’s closing 
speech of the debate, The Times proceeds : 
Certainly the Conservative leader showed 
not the slightest sign of being rattled, or 
irritated, or moved from his course by all 
the clamour of the last week for an imme- 
diate radical change, either in the 
personnel of the Government or in its 
principal legislative measures. . He has 
been a consistent supporter of the Indian 

olicy, which is crystallised in the present 
bill. not bothering himself too much about 
its details, but believing with all his heart, 
as every one who studies history must 
believe, that it is in line with the best 
traditions- of his party. The probability 
is that Mr. Baldwin’s very knowledge of 
the over-riding importance of Indian re- 
form is the secret of what may seem to be 
his apathy about reform in the Cabinet at 
home. He is a far more sagacious politician 
than is sometimes supposed. He has 
had his experience of the danger of yield- 
ing to.a sudden impulse, There is no 
reason’ whatever to think that he is not 
profoundly convinced, like the rest of us, 
of the necessity of a Cabinet reconstruc- 
tion sooner cr later—certainly long before 
the National Government appeal to the 
country for another term of office. Nor is 
there anything in his character to suggest 
that he is likely to be moved by any 
personal feelings whatever in his choice 
or acceptance of new colleagues—Mr. 
Lloyd George, for instance—whose positive 
contribution to the common stock of ideas 
or to the strength of national govern- 
ment is still awaited with universal 
interest and respect. But reconstruction, 
as Mr. Baldwin knows, means that some. 
one or other, and perhaps a good many 

ple, will be disappointed and estranged.

CAMPBELL’S TRIAL RUN

IR MALCOLM CAMPBELL, made a 
happy start to his attempt on the 

world’s land speed record to-day when he 
drove a 1935 Hudson Saloon, equipped 
with electric gear shaft, to break the 
American stock car mile record from a 
flying start and the five miles’ record. 

He achieved the first of these records 
with an average speed of 88.208 m.p.h., 
and the second with an average speed of 
88.05 m.p.h. The previous mde n were 
86.295 m.p.h. and 86.25 m.p.h. respec- 
tively. 

After his outing to-day Sir Malcolm said 
he was extremely anxious to get the Blue 
Bird out, and would definitely have a trial 
run in her to-morrow, if the track was 
suitable. 

He added: “ I ran into wet patches and 
got bumped about, in addition to which 
the visibility was poor. 

Sir Maleolm had hoped to make the first 
trial run in his re-modelled Blue Bird 
to-day, but was unable to do so owing to 
the state of the track, on which a number 
of pools of water were visible. 

Sir Malcolm gave the impression of 
being disappointed in the state of the 
beach, and seemed to think he might have 
to wait a long time before conditions were 
fit for an attempt on the record. He said 
he disliked the red appearance of the 
sand, which was not due to coquina shell 
substance, but to something else not 
known. 


SAND IN BAD STATE 


“ The sand is in a very bad condition,”’ 
he declared, “ and is likely to injure the 
car unless there is a considerable improve- 
ment. Two or three strong north-easters, 
pounding the waves, are needed to whip 
the beach into anything like good shape. 

“It is very difficult. 1 would drive an 
ordinary car at 100 m.p.h., with only one 
hand on the steering wheel, but not Blue 
Bird. It might do serious damage to 
her.’’ 

Sir Malcolm appeared to think that Day- 
tona Beach was deteriorating every year 
as a high speed racecourse. He also re- 
marked about the grave danger of taking 
two “ terrible curves, which occur on 
the ten miles stretch, unless the beach was 
in perfect condition.

Major Ross further asked why the 
recent Coal-Cattle Agreement did not 
follow the usual practice in trade agree- 
ments; what precedent existed for such a 
course, and under what authority was it 
made. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—The recent arrange- 
ment was not a formal trade agreement, 
but an informal understanding. The only 
action called for by the United Kingdom 
Government was in connection with the 
cattle quota, which, as the Minister of 
Agriculture explained on February 4, was 
an administrative matter. 

Major Ross—In view of the fact that the 
members of the Free State Government 
have taken the Parliamentary Oath under 
a mental reservation, does the Minister

Tr House of Commons last night rejected the Labour Opposi- 
tion s amendment to the Government of India Bill by 404 
votes to 133, and the bill was read a second time. 


Mr. C. E. G. Emmott (Conservative) , who resumed the de- 
bate, asked for a precise definition of Dominion status, and asked 
whether the Government contemplated India’s right to secede from 


the British Empire. 


The Attorney-General (Sir Thomas Inskip) replied that it 


would be extremely difficult to frame, in suitable language, a def- 
nition of the nature of Dominion status which it was intended to 


confer upon the people of India. 


He regretted the insistence that 
had been laid on the right to secede. 


He did not believe that there 


was any possibility of its being entertained as a practical proposal. 


All their pledges to India related to development within, and not 


without, the Empire. 


Mr. Churchill said that the grave new fact before the House 
was the Secretary of State s declaration, reafhrming Lord Irwin's 


statement of October, 1929, about Dominion status. 


The effect of 


that statement was to overlay and destroy the report of the Statu- 


tory Commission. 


Mr. Lansbury (Labour) contended that the bill failed to give 


to the people of India that advance in self-government to which 


they were entitled. 


Mr. Baldwin, concluding the debate, denied that the peasantry 


and the depressed classes were to be 


deprived of representation. 


The Bas franchise was the largest with which the machine was 


capable of dealing. 


In regard to trade, the Government had begun to make 
arrangements in the same way as they were attempting to do with 
the Dominions—namely, by good-will.

WHAT IS DOMINION STATUS? 


Mr. C. E. G. Emmott (Conservative), at 
the outset, asked what precise meaning 
was attached to the phrase ‘‘ Dominion 
status?’ Did the statement of the Secre- 
tary for India add anything to the pre- 
amble of the 1919 Act, and, if so, what? 
Lf. he said, Dominion status meant con- 
stitution, it implied a constitution com- 
parable in essentials to the constitution of 
any of His Majesty’s Dominions. Further, 
he inquired whether the Constitution of 
India was to be determined by the Statute 
of Westminster. Did the Government 
contemplate that India should have the 
right to secede from the British Empire? 

Sir T. Inskip (Attorney-General) replied 
that he considered that the Secretary of 
State for India, in his speech, had made 
it quite plain what the Government's 
intentions were. No one suggested that 
they should go back on what was con- 
tained in the preamble. The Viceroy, in 
1929, had the express authority of the 
Government of the day behind him, as 
had the present Secretary of State, but 
the much-quoted sentence as to Dominion 
status, in which the Viceroy described it 
as the natural end of India’s constitutional 
progress, was itself the result of doubts 
expressed in this country and in India 
regarding the 1919 declaration. The 
House put in the preamble of 1919 with 
a view to giving effect to the Montagu 
declaration of 1917. A preamble was no 
doubt an enactment in which Parliament 
had expressed an opinion, but it only had 
validity because Parliament continued to 
give it its sanction. When Parliament 
changed its mind the preamble would lose 
its validity. So with a Minister's state- 
ment. If he made a statement and the 
Government of the day changed its mind, 
no doubt the statement lost its validity. 
But the point was that some declarations 
were made in such conditions and to such 
people that it would not be honourable 
to depart from them. 

Both the preamble and the Viceroy’s 
statement were binding in honour, because 
they were both made to the people of 
India as a pledge or promise or declara- 
tion of policy, and they were accepted as 
such. That declaration of policy would be 
binding upon this Government, and every 
successive Government, until a Govern- 
ment came along and said, “ We are not 
going to be bound by what the Secretary 
of State said in 1935.” It would be extra- 
ordinarily difficult to frame suitable Jan- 
guage as to the nature of the Dominion 
status which it was intended to confer on 
India. 

Sir H. Page-Croft—Suppose the Govern- 
ment were defeated by an enormous maijo- 
rity at the polls, is it to be taken that the 
Secretary of State’s statement must stand? 


SECESSION PROBLEM 


Sir T. Inskip said that a new Govern 
ment could reverse the policy of its pre- 
decessor, but no student of politics could 
overlook the fact that continuity of policy 
had been the very keystone of the success 
with which we had been able to maintain 
and develop the British Empire. ll 
Governments were bound to have regard 
to that. He regretted that insistence had 
been laid on the right to secede. They 
were engaged in building up the British 
Empire, and he deprecated the raising of 
this question by Indians or Englishmen. 
Speaking for himself, he did not believe 
that there was any real possibility of its 
being entertained as a practical proposal.

That phrase had been 
very loosely and unwisely used, but the 
effect of Lord Irwin’s statement was to 
overlay and destroy the report of the 
Statutory Commission. It was desirable 
that the position of Dominion status in 
relation to the Statute of Westminster 
should be clarified.

Miss Mary McElroy, the 27 year old 
daughter of the City Manager, who was 
kidnapped from her bath in May, 1933, 
and who disappeared from home again last 
night, has turned up safe in Springfield, 
Illinois, but without knowing how she got 
there. 


Police suspect that she was kidnapped | 


in retaliation for the capture and sentenc- 
ing of the gang who abducted her nearly 
two years ago. Over a score of persons 
suspected of being connected with Miss 
McElroy’s disappearance have been 
rounded up. | 

Her father had paid a ransom of £6,000 
when she was. first kidnapped. The 
kidnappers at that time told her that she 
was a “ good person to abduct,’’ and that 
‘they would recommend her to other 
‘kidnappers.”’ 

The subsequent trial resulted in the 
death sentence being imposed on the leader 
of the gang, Walter McGee. He was the 
first man to receive the death sentence for 
kidnapping in the United States. 

While in prison, where he is still under 
sentence, McGee has received several visits 
from Miss McElroy.

Lately there had been quite 
a number of art exhibitions held in the city, 
which to him seemed to indicate a definite 
development and increasing appreciation in 
art matters. Such an exhibition as they saw 
there illustrated that the brain, the hand, and 
the eye must work together. Unless the eye 
could appreciate the relations of form and the 
harmonies, of colour the thinking would be 
defective and the judgment warped. ‘he 
question of good design was one which 
affected most industries in some way or other; 
everybody realised that unless the co-operation 
of art colleges and designers could be secured 
the prospect was, indeed, drab and cheerless 
for the future of British industries dependent 
on art. Manufacturers should be anxicus to 
secure the services of the designer of ex- 
ceptional ability and pay him well. To-day 
designers of great ability were starving for 
want of woul Designers were paid like 
clerks and typists and herded in pe called 
studios. There were plenty of intelligent 
designers, and it was the duty of the mahu- 
facturers to give them a fair chance. 

In his report the Headmaster of the College 
of Art, r. Ivor Beaumont, A.R.C.A., 
F.R.A.8., said that the number of students 
who attended annually from Belfast and all 
parts of Northern Ireland had been main. 
tamed. The total number studying art in the 
college during the past session was over 1,550, 
and this year 1,300, the ages ranging from 14 
upwards.

A number of reciprocal concessions are 
made in the preliminary trade agreement 
between France and South Africa which 
was signed here*this evening. As soon as 
possible negotiations are to be commenced 
for a general trade agreement. 

Among its concessions to France the 
South African Government undertakes 
that legislation shall be introduced durinz 
the present session of the South African 
Parliament prohibiting the use of names 
of French geographical ‘origin for South 
African wines and brandies. 

As regards the French concessions to 
South Africa, specified quotas are agreed 
to for canned crayfish, frozen crayfish, 
apples and pears and deciduous fruits. 

urthermore, minimunr tariff rates are 
accorded for apples, pears and other 
deciduous fruit, and minimum tariff rates 
for citrus fruits imported between June 
1st and October 3lst. 

The Union Government agrees to “‘en- 
courage ' the importation of French tin- 
plate, undertakes to ‘‘examine with the 
utmost sympathy’’ French requests for 
tariff and other concessions, and to con- 
sider the possibility of concluding a trade 
agreement with Madagascar.

KILLED ON RAILWAY | 


LINE 
DUBLIN CITY ACCIDENT 


A verdict of “ accidental death’’ was re- 
turned by a jury at an inquest held yester- 
day in St. Vincent’s Hospital, Dublin, on the 
body of Peter Rafferty, aged 47, of Bucking- 
ham street, Dublin, who was knocked down 
by a railway engine at Amiens street railway 
station on 6th December last. 

The house surgeon, Dr. Murphy, said that 
Rafferty was admitted to the hospital suffer- 
ing from injuries to the spine. He died on 
Friday last from septic bronchial pneumonia, 
secondary to injuries to the spinal cord, 

In the course of a statement to the Civic 
Guards, which was read at the inquest, 
Rafierty said that the vacuum pipe of the 
engine struck him on the head; the engine 
then passed over him. Owing to the noise 
from the locomotive shed he was unable to 
hear the engine approaching. In his opinion, 
the driver or fireman should have seen him on 
the line in front of them. 

The driver of the engine, Patrick Furphy, 
of Oulton road, C'“ntarí, said that owing to 
a short curve in the line close to the spot 
where the accident occurred his view was ob- 
scured. He was stopped by a red light, but 
by that time the engine had passed over 
Rafierty. 

John Farrell, of Ostman place, off Manor 
street, said that he saw Rafferty walking on 
the permanent way about six or seven feet in 
front of the engine. The engine struck Raf- 
ferty in the back. He fell between the lines, 
and the engine passed over his body. Witness 
immediately showed the red signal, and the 
engine stopped within two yards, 

e jury added a rider to the verdict 
stating that the accident occurred owing to 
the curve in the line, which prevented the 
driver from seeing Railerty, and which also 
prevented Rafferty from seeing the approach- 
ing engine. They exonerated the driver from 
blame. 

The inquest was conducted by the City 
Coroner (Dr. D. A, McEriean). Mr, F. M. 
Duffy appeared for the next-of-kin; Mr. W. 
G. Brady. appeared: for the Great Northern 
Railway Company, and Inspector Doody re- 
presented the Civic Guards.

Commander F. Worsley, the Antarctic 
explorer, is leading an expedition which 
left Lowestoft in the motor drifter 
Veracity.
